December  22nd, 19842 The day it all started. Тһе day І started 
living with it. "It^ is пу beautiful 1963 & 1/2 Ford Falcon 
Sprint hardtop. White, blue interior, three speed (someday а 
conversion to four speed!), and smiles every where we go. On that 
day 1 was on my way to work in my good ole 1976 Lancia Beta Coupe.
